A REMARKABLE GUN VALUE 

This handsome repeating shotgun has a beautifully grained one- 
piece walnut stock, an easy-to-hold pistol grip, and a finely ma- 
chined trigger mechanism for a smooth, easy pull. The receiver is 
alloy steel to withstand high breech pressure. Independent safety 
slides alongside receiver for greatest possible protection. The barrel, 
of high tensile strength steel, has been proof-tested to insure safe use 
with maximum loads. Gun holds six shells. Rubber recoil pad fits 
snugly against shoulder to help absorb shock of repeated firing. 
There is a non-glare metal bead front sight. 




INSTRUCTIONS FOR OPERATION AND CARE 

IMPORTANT; — Before firing this gun be sure to clean thoroughly 
inside of barrel of all grease or of any obstruction. 

CLEANING AND LUBRICATING;— Exclusive use of Sear s ammu- 
nition eliminates need of cleaning barrel. Should powder residue ac- 
cumulate in barrel, it may be easily removed. Rotate bolt handle up- 
ward then pull back. Rest heel of stock butt on chair or floor, grasp 
gun barrel with left hand near muzzle. Push a brass cleaning brush 
through barrel muzzle end. Wipe dry, oil thoroughly with cloth. 
(Make sure gun is empty of shells.) ^ 

TO MAKE GUN SAFE; — Push safety button forward until "S" on 
receiver is visible. This rnovement of safety locks trigger and gun 
cannot be fired. ALWAYS i^fck this safety when carrying loaded gun. 
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TO PUT BOLT IN RECEIVER: — This gun is shipped with bolt as- 
sembly out of receiver. To assemble, loosen bolt stop screw. Push 
shell carrier up from underneath receiver until it is in its upward or 
loading position, slide bolt into receiver, with bolt handle up. Push 
bolt forward until carrier drops and turn bolt handle to right and 
down into locked position in receiver. Tighten bolt stop screw. Gun is 
now fully assembled. 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE: — Rotate bolt handle upward, then pull 
bolt handle back until conier is in upward position. Turn gun with 
trigger guard up. Insert shells into magazine which holds five shells. 
To load sixth shell, turn gun to shooting position, insert front end of 
shell in ejection port and slide forward until it drops into carrier. 

TO LOAD BARREL: — With Safety on ''safe'* position (with "S" 
showing) and loaded shell in carrier push bolt handle forward and 
lock bolt. Gun is now loaded and ready to fire. 

TO REPEAT: — Rotate bolt handle upward and pull to rear. This 
extracts fired shell from barrel. Push bolt handle forward and down- 
ward, locking bolt. Gun is ready to fire. 

PLUGGING MAGAZINE FOR 3 SHOTS:— Remove magazine band 
screw. Slide magazine band forward. Remove magazine cap being 
careful to hold back magazine spring which is under tension. Insert 
wooden plug and reassemble. This reduces magazine capacity to 
only 2 shells and one shell in barrel, allows 3 shells in gun. 

TO TAKEDOWN GUN: — Unscrew takedown screw, grasp maga- 
zine tube and barrel and lift upward and to rear disengaging from 
stock. To reassemble fit receiver into bedding points in stock with 
trigger projecting through stock into trigger guard. Securely tighten 
takedown screw into receiver. Check takedown screw after heavy 
firing to be sure it is ALWAYS TIGHTLY assembled.
